High School District 214 will 
show off its new Forest View 
High School Sunday with a pub­ 
lic open house from I to 5 p.m. 
The school is located on Goeb- 
bert Road, just east of Arling­ 
ton Heights Road, between Golf 
and Algonquin Roads. Students 
will lead tours of the building, 
which was opened this fall. 
There will be no formal dedi­ 
cation ceremony. 


THE SCHOOL, subject of a 
$3.9 million bond issue two years 
ago, has twice been cited as an 
outstanding piece of architec­ 
ture. The Society of American 
Registered Architects gave the 
building an Award of Merit at 
the 1960 annual convention 
in 
Dallas, Tex. 
The American Association of 
School Administration awarded 
the building plans a Special Ci­ 
tation. 
The administrators* associa­ 
tion lauded “effective use of in 
terior space in a large compact 
school plant.” They said that 
“location of the utility core con­ 
taining conference and office 
space, lockers and washrooms 
between corridors in classroom 
wings is a distinctive feature of 
this plan.” 


THE BOARD of local improve­ 
ments has suggested a 36-foot

WALLACH accumulated about

Forest Preserve Asks U.S. Aid to G.et Land 


The Cook County Forest Preserve District is applying for 
a SI ,315J48 federal grant to help pay for acquisition of four par­ 
cels of land in the northwest suburbs amounting to almost 3,000 
acres. 
The move to apply for the grant to the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in Washington 
was approved by 
the 
county 
board of commissioners 
in 
a 
meeting last 
Thursday 
during 
which time the forest preserve 
district’s 1963 budget was 
also 
passed. 
Charles G. I Cap) Sauers, dis­ 
trict superintendent, said 
total 
cost of acquiring the four north­ 
west area tracts stood at $4,385,- 
828. Under new legislation, the 
federal government may prov ide 
up to 30 per cent of the cost of 
acquiring open space in urban 
areas. 


THE LARGEST parcel, in Pal­ 
atine Township, is 1,700 acres, 
bounded on the north by Algon­ 
quin Road, the south by Central 
Road, the east by Roselle Road 
and the west by Freeman Road. 
.Another 787 acres lies in Bar­ 
rington Township, bounded 
on 
the west by Bateman Road and 
the south by Dundee Road in a 
half-mile wide strip of land. 
Anothei 650 acres is in Han­ 
over 
Township, 
encircled 
by 
Shoefactory Road on the north, 
Sutton Road on the east, Golf

SAUERS SAID the Shoefactory 
Road property was located 
on 
a high hill overlooking the coun­ 
ty to the south while Crabtree 
Lake serves as a wildlife refuge. 
The forest 
preserve district 
now owns 49,000 acres, and is in 
the process of acquiring 1,500 
acres through condemnation pro­ 
ceedings. Legislative limit on the 
amount of land the district can 
hold title to is 55.000 acres, Sau­ 
ers explained. 
The 1963 forest preserve budg­ 
et of $11,107,657 passed was $743,- 
556 less than last year’s. Princi­ 
pal savings came in the 
real

acquisition 
fund, which 
was $1,320,949 less than in 1962. 
The corporate fund showed an 
increase, however, 
of $100,277. 
The bond and interest fund ap­ 
propriation was up $395,625, the 
zoological fund $78,490, and the 
annuity and benefit fund, $3,000. 
The number of employes re­ 
mains the same, 425, Sauers re­ 
lated.

The recommendation for four 
times more support by the fed­ 
eral government of vocational 
education programs by the pan­ 
el of citizens and educators will 
result in new proposals on vo­ 
cational education before Con­ 
gress, 
according 
to reports. 
The panel was appointed by 
President Kennedy because of 
the dropout and unemployment 
problems among youth and the 
inadequacy of the present voca­ 
tional education acts which date 
back to 1917. The panel was 
headed by Superintendent Ben 
Willis of Chicago. 
The sixth and seventh “ stor­ 
ies of the year” listed are inter­ 
related. The New York City 
Teachers strike, even though it 


lasted but 24 hours, raised many 
questions and brought to a head 
the disagreement between the 
American Federation of Teach­ 
ers (AFL-CIO) and the NEA on 
strikes, with the NEA opposing

bers.” To combat these activi­ 
ties the NEA decided to provide 
more help to local associations 
in urban areas, creating a spec­ 
ial department for urban serv­ 
ices. 
OPPOSITION to federal aid to 
education by U.S. school board 
members was determined by 
“ Opinionnaires” 
sent by the 
National School Boards Asso­ 
ciation to 90,000 board members 
throughout the nation. The sur­ 
vey disclosed that some 55 per 
cent opposed general federal aid 
and some 30 per cent thought it 
was necessary. On federal-aid

(UM) — Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co. Tuesday estimated its cus­ 
tomers would realize a savings 
of about $2 million per year 
after the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission (FCC) ap­ 
proves a nationwide net reduc­ 
tion of $30 million in interstate 
long distance rates.

new interstate telephone rates 
that would permit long distance 
calls anywhere in the continen­ 
tal United States for $1 or less 
between 9 p.m. and 4:30 a.m. 
Illinois Bell officials said that 
a similar “after 9” plan and 
other rate reductions for with- 
in-the-state long distance calls 
were introduced in the state in 


May, 1962. 
CUSTOMER savings result­ 
ing from the 1962 action were 
estimated at $2.8 million. With 
this newest FCC order, custom­ 
er savings will now total $4.8 
million, Illinois Bell said.

The Governor’s opening mes­ 
sage to the legislature was rel­ 
atively optimistic on the state’s 
financial picture, but before the 
end of the session the other side 
of the coin will appear. 
What Gov. Kemer said about 
better 
enforcement 
producing 
more income is true; what he 
said is a credit to his adminis­ 
tration and to a newspaper col­ 
umnist and a TV commentator 
who have been stressing better 
enforcement possibilities—Jack 
Mabley of the Chicago Ameri­ 
can and Len O’Connor of NBC. 


DESPITE ALL that can be 
done with better enforcement 
and economy moves, more in­ 
come will be needed. My hope 
is that two “easy outs” will be 
avoided: There should be no in­ 
crease in the sales tax and no 
bond issue. 
About $400 million additional 
will be needed to carry on the 
state’s 
program. 
Some 
will 
come through better enforce­ 
ment and from the natural pop­ 
ulation growth. 
That will not 
be enough. 
State 
governments 
through­ 
out the nation are facing fi­ 
nancial difficulties and Illinois 
is no exception. The areas of 
responsibilities of the states are 
growing more rapidly than state 
income. 
Next year, for example, the 
added population of Illinois high 
schools and grade schools will

that in the present session of 
the legislature we must appro­ 
priate not only for the present 
school population but for ap­ 
proximately 120,000 more. 


THAT’S JUST ONE example. 
The universities, mental health, 
and Public Aid are other areas 
where growth of costs far ex­ 
ceeds growth of state income. 
The question that must be 
faced by the end of the session 
is: 
Where do we get more 
money? The choice will be be­ 
tween these four: 
1. A flat-rate state income tax 
of one or two per cent with a 
reduction of the real estate and 
personal property tax. 
2. An increase in the sales 
tax. 
3. A bond issue. 
4. Small 
taxes 
on 
various 
sources not taxed now, and a 
few increases in special taxes. 
An example here is the hotel 
tax, which might be raised from 
its present three per cent to 
four per cent. 


THE INCOME TAX will come 
eventually, and if people knew 
the benefits which would be de­ 
rived from it over our present 
structure they would be for it. 
But a long process of education 
is first needed. The income tax 
eventually will come, but not in 
this session. 
One of the last three sources 
probably will be tapped. 
Of these, the two I fear are 
the sales tax increase and the 
bond issue, both of which I will 
oppose if they are proposed. 
In the sales tax field, we are 
already tied with two other 
states for the highest sales tax 
in the nation. Because of the 
peculiar structure of the Illinois 
sales tax, in reality we are the 
highest of any of the states. Il­ 
linois certainly should go no 
higher on this tax which hits 
bread and milk and the neces­ 
sities of life. 


A BOND ISSUE is another 
possibility. 
By issuing bonds 
we can postpone meeting our 
obligations now and let others 
in the future take care of our 
debts. 
A local school district 
must issue bonds because it has 
no alternative, but a state has 
many choices. 
There is abso- 


issue more bonds. A bond is 
sue would be a convenient way 
of ducking our responsibilities. 


The 
remaining 
possibility 
seems to me to be the best 
choice at present: small taxes 
in some untaxed areas, and 
slight increases in special taxes. 
This is not the ideal solution, 
but it is better than increasing 
an already excessive tax and it 
is better than postponing our 
responsibilities

Not So Tough? 


MADISON, 
WIS., 
(UPI)—Life 
on an ice island in the Arctic 
Ocean is not much harder than 
life in Wisconsin’s “Polar Re­ 
gions,” a University of Wiscon­ 
sin technician in geology who 
has just returned from the far 
North reports. 
“People like to think of the 
North as full of risks and 
crises,” says James Pew. “But 
this isn’t true. From the stand­ 
point of deriving a living out 
of natural resources, as the Es­ 
kimos do, it is a habitable 
place—end not a tough, hard 
life.” 
PEW RECENTLY completed 
an eight-month stay on Arbs 
II, a large chunk of floating ice 
which broke away from a main 
arctic glacier. 
The University of Wisconsin 
Geophysical 
and 
Polar 
Re­ 
search Center has been making 
seismic, magnetic and gravity 
measurements from the moving 
base for more than a year and 
a half. 
“The arctic is a place of great 
beauty, with long m d colorful 
sunsets and dawns between the 
periods of 24-hour darkness and 
24-hour daylight,” Pew says. 
Pew, who landed on Arbs last 
April, joined a dozen or more 
American scientists on the ice 
island. But they were not the 
only inhabitants. 
“Polar bears came from time 
to time and would approach as 
close as 15 feet,” Pew said 
“They didn’t seem to want to 
eat us up, but then we didn’t 
antagonize them.” 
HE SUGGESTED that in that

environment the bears are no 
more dangerous than taxicabs to 
a man in New York City. Foxes 
and seals appeared cm Arbs also. 
More human visitors included 
a group of Russian scientists. 
“They flew over the runway, 
not more than 50 feet above us, 
and 
waved,” 
the technician 
said. 
A less apparent visitor was 
one of the two Navy submarines 
making a historic journey at the 
pole. Pew says he is certain 
the sub passed through the 
waters under the island while 
he was there. 
Temperatures ranged from 45 
below to 44 above zero during 
his stay. 
When a fuel shortage devel­ 
oped, the only means of resup­ 
ply was by plane. But the run­ 
way, melting in the summer, 
made landing uncertain. 
“The first plane scheduled to 
help lost its engine and never 
arrived,” Pew recabed. “The 
second landed short, hit a bar­ 
rel and refused to come back. 
Finally, Air Force Cl24s dropped 
fuel to us by parachutes.” 
THE FUEL SHORTAGE re­ 
duced research and comfort but 
not safety, Pew pointed out. 
“Even without fuel, the men, 
dressed for the arctic, could 
have survived by burying one 
of the huts in the snow and 
remaining in it,” he said. “Body 
heat would have kept us from 
freezing. 
“Wherever you are, you learn 
to bve with these things, he 
says.

LEAVE ONE WINDOW OPEN. The Chicago Motor Club ad­ 
vises motorists to warm up their autos on these cold winter 
mornings before entering traffic. But the motor club re­ 
b in d s drivers that if they remain in their car while the mo­ 
tor ^ “idling” it is essential that they have at least one win­ 
dow partially open to assure some circulation of air. Even 
when autos are parked in the open air some seepage of car­ 
ton monoxide can occur if there is a leak in the exhaust 
system. 


AVOID PEEPHOLE DRIVING. Before venturing out into 
traffic, make sure all car windows are free of snow and ice. 
Don’t be a “peephole” driver, that is, a driver who cleans 
only enough snow from his windshield to allow him to peer 
through. Even if you have an outside rear-view mirror, for 
maximum safety you should clean the rear window complete­ 
ly of all snow and ice. 


FROZEN LOCK. If you should find yourself unable to enter 


your auto because of a frozen lock, try heating the key with 


a match, even better, a windproof lighter. The heat from 


the warm key may be just enough to melt a small amount of 


ice that might have formed in the lock mechanism. Locks 


well lubricated with graphite will be less likely to freeze. 


WELL EQUIPPED TRUNK. During winter months you never 
know when your auto may become stuck in snow or ice; 
winter sometimes gives no warning. A well-equipped auto 
trunk might contain the following items: a shovel for throw­ 
ing abrasives under tires and to clean away excess snow; 
bag of sand and bag of rock salt or cinders for traction; a 
set of flares should you become stuck at night; a brush to 
clean car windows of ice and snow; and blankets in case of 
emergency. 


FEPC Is 
Unions Not /Is 
■Cooperative ’ 


‘"Most Heartening Thing 9 
Accepted by Business: Gray

Charles W. Gray, chairman of the newly-formed 
Fair Employment Practices Commission, told a gather­ 
ing of northwest area businessmen last week that the 
“most heartening thing that has happened” during his 
term has been the “near universal” cooperation of Illi­ 
nois’employers in settling disputes brought before his 
agency. 
.Gray spoke at a luncheon 
meeting of the Northwest 
Suburban M a n u f acturers 
Association at the River 
Forest C o u n t r y Club in 
Elmhurst. 
fte isaid he had gone into the 
job 'with visions (rf little coop­ 
eration from Illinois business­ 
men because of long-time man­ 
agement opposition to the origi­ 
nal proposal which led to the 
FEPC law. 
“This in fact has not been the 
case/’ said Gray, director of in­ 
dustrial relations at Bell and 
Howell. 


“MANY FIRMS have distrib­ 
uted booklets to their employes 
explaining the new law, and 
havf helped in many other 
areas, even though they may 
have originally been opposed to 
the . legislation. 
^Without the cooperation of 
enjoyers, this law would not 
work” 
Gray pointed out that em­ 
ployers in many cases have 
bfeen far more cooperative in 
pfePC negotiations than trade 
ubions. 
piiring his brief talk. Gray 
touched on the philosophical 
history in the 20-year fight to 
bring the merit employment 
(FEPC) legislation to Illinois. 


HE SAID he felt many Illi­ 
nois businessmen agreed philo­ 
sophically that there should be 
equal job opportunity with men 
hired purely on a basis of ex­ 
perience and merit, but that 
these same businessmen did not 
feef that such a program should 
be governed by a set of laws. 
“I don’t think the opposition 
lr merit employment was based 
on philosophy as much as the 
danger of the law,” said Gray. 
He said there is an inherent 
fear in the business world that 
the FEPC would become a 
political tool. 
“They (the businessmen) fear 
that control of the FEPC would 
fall into the hands of incompet­ 
ents,, power seekers and zeal­ 
ots,!* 


BUT GRAY does not adhere 
to these fears. He believes the 
law does have a place in the 
continuing fight for fair em­ 
ployment practices. 
“The law provides an avenue 
for 
redress 
of 
grievances. 
crushes petty prejudices, and 
expjfesses the will of the people 
of this state.” he said. 
“No state can report drama­ 
tic progress for equal oppor­ 
tunities because of passage of 
the law.” 
Gray cited the comparatively 


slow progress of integration in 
the deep south despite federal 
laws prohibiting segregation. 


“OUR LAW IS for the protec­ 
tion of the individual and his 
rights,” said Gray, emphasizing 
that economic justification for 
the FEPC law is considerably 
more important than the ethical 
justification. 
“If you give a man economic 
freedom, political and social 
freedom will follow,” he said. 
“Most people believe in the 
ethics of the FEPC concept, but 
they 
were 
slow 
in 
coming 
around to implement this philos­ 
ophy because they were afraid 
of the law.” 
Gray said this fear was 
based on big government that 
creates law after law. “Free­ 
dom must grow faster than 
government.’’ he said. “Or we 
have a dangerous problem.” 
This is why, Gray empha­ 
sized, that the FEPC law was 
not social or class legislation. I 
“It is economic legislation,” | 
he said. “We are not concerned 
with integration; only merit em-1 
ployment. 


“IF WE took any other basis J 
(other than economic) we would i 
go beyond the intended spirit of 
the law.” 
Gray said the five-member 
commission receives no salary, 
and no more than three mem­ 
bers can be named to it from ; 
any one political party. The 
FEPC has two offices—Spring- 
field and Chicago—and meets 
periodically in both locations. 
The biennial budget calls 
for $100,000 ($50,000 per year), 
hardly enough, he pointed out, 
to become much of a patron­ 
age football when coupled 
with the fact that commission 
appointees serve without pay. 
Gray said the agency has re­ 
ceived roughly 75 complaints 
since its inception, most con­ 
cerning discrimination in the 
hiring of job applicants. 


“THE AGENCY has at its dis­ 
posal the power to decide wheth­ 
er a man has been treated fair­ 
ly on the job, or in seeking a 
job,” he said. 
Of the 75 complaints made, 
about 25 per cent of them have 
been dismissed because of lack 
of evidence. Most of the rest 
have been settled at conciliation 
conferences, or private hearings 
where both the complainant and 
respondent were satisfied with 
the commission’s recommenda­ 
tions. 
Gray said the scope of com­ 
plaints vary over a wide 
range of employment prob­ 
lems, including a white nom-

I. Let everyone who asks for 
a job fill out an abbreviated ap­ 
plication blank. Keep this appli­ 
cation on file for 120 days, the 
maximum period during which 
a complaint can be filed. 
Gray said many people, es­ 
pecially the Negro, will be 
turned away at a plant gate 
by a guard without even be­ 
ing given the chance to fill 
out an application. 
This leaves the firm open to 
criticism, and possible arbitra­ 


tion before the FEPC. 
2. Publish for your employes 
a statement of your firm’s 
merit employment policy with­ 
out regard to race, religion or 
national origin. Remember, the 
FEPC is not concerned with in­ 
tegration, only merit employ­ 
ment. 
“If two applicants for the 
same job—one white, one Ne­ 
gro— have equal skill, back­ 
ground 
and 
experience,

“The law is concerned with 
cases where a Negro who has 
better qualifications than an­ 
other applicant has been turned 
down solely because he is a 
Negro.”

Gray said the objectives of 


the FEPC included:

2. DEVELOPMENT of a pro­ 
gram to elevate the training, 
education and skills of Illinois 
residents; especially in the case 


of Negroes because they have 
been “systematically deprived 
of economic, educational and 
employment opportunities.” 
Gray, 
who 
feels 
strongly 
about the Negro’s socio-econom­ 
ic plight, pointed out that the 
race is “disproportionately rep­ 
resented in every social index 
that we know.” 
He said the Negro high 
school dropout rate is four 
times as high as that of white 
students, 
and that similar 
statistics can be proved in the 
areas of 
crime, 
unemploy­ 
ment and relief. 
“I’m not prepared to accept 
the argument that the Negro is 
more stupid or lazy than any­ 
one else,” said Gray. “Given 
an equal chance—which he nev­ 
er has been—I feel the Negro 
can compete with his fellow 
man. I feel the natural abilities 
of the Negro under equal con­ 
ditions are about the same as 
those of the white man.” 
HE TOLD HIS audience that 
the businessman has a special 
responsibility—because of their 


power to hire and fire—to help 
solve what Gray considers to be 
“the most complex problem in 
the world today.” 
“I’m a free man,” said Gray. 
“I don’t want another man’s 
freedom taken away from him 
because he’s physically differ­ 
ent.

JHI SS DAVIS can look

never left her throne because

ijiss Davis was b o r n in 
Lowell, Mass., amid thunder 
a r f ‘lightning on April 5, 1908. 
Her -father, Harlow Davis, left 
her-mother, Ruth Favor Davis, 
wfefD Bette was a child, and 
tN£*girls reaction was to start 
“pfenning for our life without 
h ifi? 
j4lSS DAVIS assumed 
t h e 
ro£* of father, and learned the 
rudiments of acting largely be­ 
cause of her late mother s person­ 
al Encouragement. After three 
years on the legitimate stage, 
Miss Davis went to Hollywood 
a s * contract player with Uni­ 
versal Pictures. 
&tr option was dropped af­ 
ter a short time, and she was 
packed and ready to return 
east when George Arliss, on 
the -recoinme n d a t i o n of a 
friend who had 
b e e n im­ 


pressed with Bette’s talent, 
gave her the lead opposite 
him in “The Man Who Played 
God.” 
But it wasn’t until the role 
of Mildred in “Of Human Bond­ 
age” that Miss Davis’ talent 
gained public recognition. She 
was considered a cinch for the 
| Academy Award, but it went 
to Claudette Colbert for “It 
Happened One Night.” 
EXTREMELY 
disappointed, 
Miss Davis won the next year for 
her performance in “Danger­ 
ous” (1935), but felt the honor 
was given second-hand in back 
payment for the 1934 film. 
For “Jezebel” in 1938. Miss 
Davis won a second “Oscar." 
a name she adopted for the 
golden statuette when she dis­ 
covered her first husband’s 
middle name (Harmon O. Nel­ 
son) was Oscar. 
“He (the statue) was a Holly­ 
wood male and,* of course, epi­ 
cene; but in a kind of mad­ 
ness his backview was the spit 
of my husband’s,” recalls Miss 
Davis in her book. 
BUT BETTE’S quick wit had 
been long established in Holly­ 
wood. When she first came to 
Universal, the studio insisted on 
changing her name. 
“And what name do you have 
in mind for me?” she inquired. 
“Bettina Dawes” was th e 
brain trust’s answer. 
“Oh no you don’t,” B e t t e 
raged. “I’m not going through 
life being known as “Between- 
the-drawers!” 
The subject was dropped. 
After her second O s c a r , 
Bette insisted on better roles 
but did not get them. S h e 
went on strike, but lost when 
English courts upheld the War­ 
ner Brothers “slave” c o n ­ 
tract. 
It was Arliss who calmed the 
inflammable actress, and encour­ 
aged her to swallow her pride 
and go back to Hollywood. 
THE CONTRACT dispute had 
gone to the British 
courts be­ 
cause Miss Davis had left for 
England after signing with a Eur­ 
opean film company. 
In the end. Bette got her 
roles, including “Dark Victo­ 
ry,” 
“Now 
Voyager,” 
and 
“The Com is Green.” 
Her career reached its apex 
in 1950 when “All About Eve” 
was released. She dominated 
the film as Margo Channing. 
IT WAS DURING the filming 
of “All About Eve” that Miss 
Davis met her fourth and last 
husband, actor Gary Merrill. 
The marriage l a s t e d IO 
years, but ended in divorce, 
largely because of Merrill’s 
insistence for personal free- 


acting with her realistic 
por- 1 
tray a1 of Mildred in “Of Hu- i 
man Bondage,” has little pa-1 
tience with the method actors 
of today. 
SHE HAS GREAT respect for 
Marlon Brando, but feels his 
many imitators are limited by 
their inner soul-searching. 
“With young actors who talk 
about becoming the character 
and losing themselves in a role, 
I must argue,” Miss D a v i s 
writes in her book. “There is 
a part of you that must hold 
the reins and control the pro­ 


jection.” 
She goes on to say—“With­ 
out discipline a n d detach­ 
ment, an actor is an emotion­ 
al slob, spilling his insides. 
This abandonment is having 
an unfortunate vogue. It is 
tasteless, formless, ab s u r d. 
Without containment there is 
no art. 
“All this vomiting and wheez­ 
ing and bursting at the seams 
is no more great acting than 
the convulsions of raving mani­ 
acs. They might as well put up 
camp chairs in the violent ward 


at Creedmore and sell tickets.” 
MISS DAVIS has always been 
a realist, both in her approach 
to acting and to life. It is ex­ 
emplified in her mature 
a p- 
proach to growing old. She has 
not attempted to remain “a girl 
of 30” like so many of 
h e r 
contemporaries. 
Her ability as an actress has 
grown with her years. She has 
always wanted to be a great 
actress, not just another Holly­ 
wood personality. Her success 
is a tribute to her talent and 
perseverance.

You can scarcely open a newspaper without coming across 
an article pointing out that this session of the General Assem­ 
bly will be faced with a great many important problems — even 
more than usual. 
There is reapportionment, current revenue, revenue reform, 
implementation of judicial reform, mental health, public aid, 


election reform—the problems 
run the gamut of state services. 
Yet, in reality, these prob­ 
lems fall into two categories: 
politics and revenue. 
If we have the money, we 
can implement the programs 
and continue the magnificent 


progress made in the field of 
mental health by Dr. Francis 
Gerty, whom Gov. Kerner induc­ 
ed to enter public life and head 
up this long neglected depart­ 
ment. We can continue the vi­ 
tal public aid functions of state 
government.

requiring some retailers to post 
bond against possible default of 
sales tax payments, was moved 
up to passage stafe after Repub­ 
licans amended it to allow a 90- 
day period of grace for retailers 
just going into business.

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The Way We See It 
Religion’s Answer 
To Problem of Race 


The suburbs can no longer serve the 
myth that the Negro does not exist. The 
question of whether or not the Negro 
will surmount the suburban barricade is 
no longer valid. The answer to the ques­ 
tion, “When?” is “Soon”; therefore, the 
question to ask is how will suburban cit­ 
izens react? 


There will be some concern express­ 
ed about plunging property values. This 
is a specious argument. In communities 
where reason prevails and panic is dis­ 
patched, community values — both eco­ 
nomic and social — have been preserv­ 
ed. But again, this is the wrong question 
to address to the problem. 


The question to ask, and the one 
which was posed recently in Qhicago 
by the National Conference on Reli­ 
gion and Race, is this: If I am a good 
Christian or a good Jew, faithful to 
the demands of my religion, how can 
I justify or practice the twin ei ils of 
discrimination and segregation? 


The conference was an attempt by 
religion to break out of the communi­ 
ty straitjacket imposed by custom and 
mores to regain a prophetic vision of the 
church and synagogue as a vital force 
for love and justice in our daily lives; it 
was an attempt to regain a moral foot­ 
ing above accepted practice. History 
may record how successful such an at­ 
tempt will be, but it will call for an act 
of will and conviction far beyond what 
religious leaders have so far been will­ 
ing or able to summon. Delegates to the 
conference were t’ 
.rst to candidly ad­ 
mit that this gap between principle and 
practice exists. 
That the majority of Negroes still 
choose to articulate their objectives 
through the instrument of the church is, 
in itself, somewhat miraculous. Why, 
one might ask, aren’t Negroes — still 
treated as subhuman IOO years after the 
Emancipation Proclamation — all mem­ 
bers of the Communist party or the 
Black Muslim cult which preaches black 
supremacy? 


Potential Saints 


Instead, the Negro’s non-violent re­ 
sistance movement has captured the true 
essentials of Christianity. It is both pa­ 
cific and revolutionary. It turns the oth­ 
er cheek to physical and psychological

abuse; it loves its oppressors, as integra­ 
tion leader Martin Luther King des­ 
cribes it, by “. . . understanding them 
with all their good and bad qualities, 
and treating them as potential saints.” 
At the same time, it demands justice. 
It wants reform now, not at some dis­ 
tant evolutionary epoch. Its presence is 
felt at lunch counters, church pews, and 
bus stations; it cannot be denied. It re­ 
conciles the irreconcilable of Old Test­ 
ament justice and New Testament love. 
In the process, it seeks freedom; free­ 
dom to vote, to live where one chooses. 


It wants the freedom of which we are 
so boastful overseas. 
There is no reference to Negroes 
in mass circulation television, maga­ 
zine and newspaper advertising, as if 
they didn't drink cola, wash dishes, or 
smoke cigarettes; it is almost as if 
they did not exist It reminds one of 
the title of a James Baldwin book, 
“Nobody Knows My Name ” The Ne­ 
gro may be blotted from sight, but he 
will be heard. Let the white man list­ 
en. The spiritual that used to be as­ 
sociated with these children of oppres­ 
sion was “Let My People Go." Now 
the hymn the freedom riders sing is 
“We Shall Overcome ” 
The Negro is overcoming obstacles. 
With increasing acquisition of political, 
economic and social power, his thrust 
forward has become more pointed, ac­ 
celerated. The white community must 
share responsibility for the direction 
this thrust takes. Will it be in the direc­ 
tion of brotherhood or a sharper dichot­ 
omy of race strife? Will we wipe blind1 
ness from our eyes and become faithful 
to the precepts expressed in the great 
religions and our own Declaration of In­ 
dependence or will we abdicate at home 
to Malcolm X and abroad to dialectical 
materialism? 


False Arrogance 


Science, as speakers at the confer­ 
ence on religion and race pointed out, 
has made the world a neighborhood; 
now we must make it a brotherhood. 
The issues interlock. The accomplices of 
war and tyranny are hatred, bigotry, 
and the false arrogance that one man or 
group or race or doctrine is superior to 
another. History is a cemetery studded 
with grave markers recording the fall of 
this fateful pride. This is the iron dog­ 
matism that refuses diversity. It is a 
pride even religion is just now begin­ 
ning to grapple with in the ecumenical 
movement. 
The Negro has lived a life full of 
paradox. When the Declaration of In­ 
dependence was signed we were a slave 
nation; the promise of the Emancipa­ 
tion Proclamation has yet to be fulfilled. 
In a nation which sees freedom as its 
most salable commodity in the current 
contest of ideologies, he is still barred 
from employment, country clubs and 
voting booths throughout the land. In 
the South, Negroes live in the same 
house with whites, prepare their meals, 
raise th£ir children, and are yet refus­ 
ed the right to sit in the same classroom 
with them. 
Prejudice is not a matter of color, 
even if this serves as the excuse for it. 
Established Harlem Negroes have re­ 
sented and resisted the influx of Puer­ 
to Ricans. Jews, who know so well the 
ugly conclusions of intolerance, have 
been guilty of discrimination, and in 
the South have remained “neutral” or 
even supported the institution of seg­ 
regation. 
Prejudice satisfies the insecure. It 
permits transferring one’s own sense of 
failure and frustration on another group. 


The Day 
Come 


The day will come when the Negro 
will achieve the full citizenship guaran­ 
teed him by the Constitution and Bill 
of Rights. The day will come when the 
decaying Southern mansions of segre­ 
gation crumble, and the color bar which 
creates de facto segregation in the 
North will drop. 
The day will come when a Negro 
family will move into the northwest sub­ 
urban area. We may resist, but it will 
be the resistance of pebbles on the beach 
confronting the waves of history. 
The question then is not “When?” 
It is “how” will we react? Religion pro­ 
vides an answer. It asks that we treat 
all men as brothers.

Ask Federal Aid to 
Educate Reliefers 


BELLEVILLE, (UPD - State 
Auditor Michael J. Howlett 
has called for federal help in 
educating illiterate relief re­ 
cipients in Illinois. 
Howlett, in remarks pre­ 
pared for a meeting of the 
East St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce at Belleville last 
Saturday, 
said 
almost 
as 
many relief recipients in one 
section of Chicago were from 
Mississippi as Illinois. 
“During a 10-year period, 
223,000 Mississippi 
Negroes 
migrated to Chicago,” How­ 
lett said. “Because Mississip­ 
pi educated them so poorly, 
the state of Illinois now pays 
the cost in relief payments.” 


THE COOK County Depart­ 
ment of Public Aid and Chi­ 
cago Board of Education join­ 
ed in a limited, but successful 
program to teach welfare re­ 
cipients, Howlett said, but the 
program is in jeopardy for 
lack of funds. 
“The burden should not be 


entirely on the Illinois tax­ 
payers,” he said. “‘It should 
be shared by the states which 
failed to pay the cost of edu­ 
cating these people when ed­ 
ucation 
would 
have 
been 
more effective and less ex­ 
pensive.” He said those edu­ 
cated in the North had a 
higher educational level than 
those in the South. 


“Mississippi measured low­ 
est on both average education 
and average achievement,” 
he said. 


Howlett 
maintained 
the 
problem is similar to that 
which results when an activ­ 
ity of the United States—such 
as a n6w defense plant—re­ 
sults in a sudden and sub­ 
stantial increase in school at­ 
tendance. In those cases the 
federal government picks up 
the tab, but is not allowed to 
in the education of adult re­ 
liefers. 


Communication Gap 
Business and Christianity

We all walk around carrying certain stereotypes in our 
mind. Many of them are harmless. Others limit communica­ 
tion. 
Take, for example, the pictures many Christian thinkers 
have of businessmen and the pictures many businessmen have 
of Christian thinkers. 
To the socially concerned Christian the 
businessman often is modeled in the fashion 
of the 1890s: he is the robber baron, with 
the fat silk purse and the foot on the neck 
of the oppressed poor. To the businessman 
the Christian spokesman is often thought of 
as an idealistic, dreamy, socialistic do- 
gooder who knows nothing at all about the 
realities of business. 
As long as people think about each other 
m a b t y 
this way, they can have the luxury of saying nasty things about 
each other and helping no one. 
Of course, these pictures are inaccurate. A good deal has 
happened to business since the 1890s, and I think most Chris­ 
tian social thinkers have left behind their 1930-style criticism. 
There are brutally inhumane elements built into the 
commercial society and there are possibilities for enlarg­ 
ing the range of the human. In this middle ground a new, 
rather simple book seeks to make a contribution. It is Wil­ 
liam Spurrier’s “Ethics and Business,’* (Scribner’s, $3.50). 
Professor Spurrier has wri(jten letters to imaginary busi­ 
nessmen, discussing their problems. 
Spurrier is no Ann Landers, read with a pithy answer to 


complex problems. But he does point creatively to ways of 
facing the profit motive, the limits of idealism, etc. (In these 
letters Spurrier often appears to be the more realistic, the 
businessmen more idealistic. (That’s the advantage when you 
invent people and write letters to them.) 
The book is not too difficult, and to someone well read in 
the field it may seem unnecessary. Yet very little real com­ 
munication between business and religious communities has 
existed and a primer can be quite Important. 
The other afternoon in an unnamed city with an unnamed 
businessman for an unnamed denomination I took part in a 
television filming between a businessman and four clergymen. 
There was real difficulty in getting to understand each other. 
All of us thought of ourselves as Christian, as concerned about 
the business community, as seeking the best in human rela­ 
tions. 
As the conversation went on it became clear that the 
businessman did not even once define Christianity in terms 
recognizable to any minister I know, though he is a well- 
regarded layman. Little that we said made sense to him. 
We were unpracticed, apparently involved in different aims. 
Nothing of our time’s theological revival had reached him; 
religion was chiefly an escape from life, not an element to in­ 
form it. As he spoke I kept saying, “This is how the world 
thinks,” and was only disturbed when I remembered that this 
was a man billed as a Christian businessman. 
I think that a couple of sessions with him over Spurrier’s 
book could be the beginning of the formation of a language with 
which we could proceed. Try it with your friends in business, 
or the church.

FOR NO matter how many 
ailments were treated, no 
matter how many wounds 
were covered with the salve’s 
profound healing powers, the 
supply never diminished. 
What strange recuperative 
powers the black salve pos­ 
sessed, what incalculable for­ 
mula mother used to replen­ 
ish the supply, I could not 
imagine. 
Warts, 
boils, 
carbuncles, 
scrapes, cuts, t o o t haches, 
rashes, all forms of malady 
and affliction were grist for 
the salve’s mill. 
Mother, of course, had 
many curatives in the medi­ 
cine c a b i n e t . Crouched 
among the shaving soap and 
musty deodorants were bot­ 
tles filled with pink liquids, 
clear 
fluids 
and 
white 
creams. 
But 
none 
possessed 
the 
strange healing power of the 
black salve, and most were 
exposed by clearly marked 
labels easily traced to drug­ 
stores. 
Stories of the salve’s heal­ 
ing powers are endless. Once, 
my youngest sister, Margaret, 
was struck on the head with a 
baseball. (Not the delicately 
stitched Spalding affairs of to­ 
day, but one enshrouded with 
yards of friction tape). 


THE ACCIDENT broke up 
a double play and kept a rally 
going. It might be mentioned 
that this was Margaret’s last 
great contribution as a player 
to the national pastime. 
At any rate, like some 
third-rate athlete, she went 
home crying, in search of so­ 
lace. Needless to say, Mother 
comforted her daughter, and 
applied the salve to her fore­ 
head. I am sure the medicine 
prevented total blindness. 
In fact, my sister’s eyesight 
has 
improved 
considerably 
since the incident. 
I once fell into a .pit, sus­ 
taining a serious head gash. 
The salve was applied. There 
is no scar today. 
Dad even put some of the 
salve 
on 
his 
carburetor 
when it failed to respond on 
a sub-zero winter morning. 
The car had given him con­ 
siderable trouble, resulting 
in high repair bills. 
The car responded immedi­ 
ately to the unusual treat­ 
ment, and performed for some 
years Without another repair. 
Dad feels sure that the sub­ 
stance permeated every pore 
of the steel monster until it 
lost all will to resist. 
More than once, my sisters 
and I would blink wide-eyed 
questions at mother. 
“What is it made of? Can 
we get more? How does it 
work?” 


BUT THE curious healing 
powers of the peculiar salve 
remained the secret of the 
implacable Presbyterian. 
“It’s made of black salve. 
We don’t need any more. It 
always works,” mother would 
reply with indisputable logic. 
As the years passed, and the 
Scotswoman’s children grew 
older, and able to formulate 
more wily patterns (rf inter­ 
rogation, the tin disappeared 
from the shelf. 
No one ever dared ask what 
happened to it. 
But, then, there was no 
need. None of us has been ill 
since.

THREE CARD REGULARS SHELVED 


(This week’s column is written by Tom Tully of 
Paddock Publications* sports staff. Tom explores 
this business of officiating in high school athletics 
with special emphasis on basketball.) 


WHY IS IT THAT YOU hear so much more criticism of offi­ 
ciating in basketball, than say football which is comparable in 
emphasis and spectator interest? Because of the nature of the 
game, there are many more violations missed in football than 
basketball. 
, . 
Certainly this is no reflection on the competence of basketball 
r 
* 
p p s officials when compared to their 
P football brethren. In most cases, the 
men work both sports. 
The difference then is in the 
games. The biggest reason is that it 
is easier to spot a mistake in bas­ 
ketball. The fans and coaches are 
right on top of the action. In the 
fans’ case, they are generally more 
knowledgeable than the football buff. 
For instance, how many spectators 
I catch a tackle holding on a block? 
Finally, the proximity of the 
crowd and the speed of the game 
J have the same effect on the official 
mu T SPRUNGER 
as they do on the players. The roar 
MIL1 SPRl 
of a football crowd is a far-off dull 
sound. The constant screaming of a basketball house engulfs 
you climbs 
up your back, threatens your composure. A baske - 
ball player is much more likely to feel pressure, and occasional- 


The same thing is true of an official. He feels the pressure. 
Occasionally he yields, and you hear the cry, “I don’t care if he 
calls them loose or tight, but he's not consistent 
This then, is a tough way to make a buck. It requires, or 
should require, a mind as keyed and a body as fit as the ones 
belonging to the players. 
„ . . 
With this in mind, we called the IHSA in an effort 
find out a little bit more about this business of officiating. 
Our questions were directed to Milt Sprunger, executive 
secretary of the association. 
Regarding qualifications, an aspiring official nec(^ 
- 
quest an application, list three references and put up a Sd fee. He 
then receives a rules booklet. After studying it, he takes a writ­ 
ten ‘open book’ test. The idea is to get him used to referring to it. 
For renewal, he need only post a $3 fee. 
A referee finds employment in one of two ways. He is 
booked either by the conference, or the '"dividual school. I 
the conference does the hiring, they present the schools with 
a list of about 20. Scheduling of officials is arranged from th 


hSIf the school hires its own refs, it becomes a game of catch- 
as-catch can. It’s hard to feel much sympathy for a coach who 
hired the very official he is moaning about. 
A definite factor influencing an official’s performance is the 
lack of a pay standard. The rate is determined between the alb- 
letic director and the official. 
Therefore, next to his whistle, a tooter s most valuable pos­ 
session is his reputation.

This is made as the result of rating cards given to coach 
es before the season. The coach is requested to rate each 
official who'works for him.

THE WHOLE question of li­ 
brary cooperation seems espe­ 
cially apt in the Northwest Sub­ 
urban area. 
Mount Prospect, A r I i n gton 
Heights, Palatine and Wheeling 
are only a few minutes driving 
distance from each other. 
So are Bensenville, Addison, 
Wood Dale and Itasca. 
The question of what aid and 
assistance they could obtain 
from large libraries such as 
Chicago’s, Evanston’s or Elm­ 
hurst’s either has not been ex­ 
ploit!, or was never reported 
to the public. 


IT IS UP to professional li­ 
brarians in the area, as well as 


library trustees, to discuss these 
things among themselves, and 
make sure their findings reach 
the public.

metropolitan area population is 
apt to live in these suburban 
“v i l l a g e s,” each of which 
strives to organize a complete 
government — municipal coun­ 
cil at the top, planning and zon­ 
ing boards, almost certainly a 
police department, usually a 
fire department, and sometimes 
a park system. 
How about libraries? The an­ 
swer is that they are w e l l 
thought of. Most of these vil­ 
lages have them. 


BUT IT IS 
apparent that 
each of 80 or 90 separate sub­ 
urbs is not going to be able 
to maintain a library adequate 
for adult needs. Fortunately, the 
range of inquisititiveness of a 
man does not shrink as he 
moves from a city of 3 million 
persons to a suburb of 30 thou­ 
sand. 
Cooperation among suburban 
libraries seems to be the an­ 
swer. 
Of course, all metropolitan 
area residents may get cards 
f r o m t h e Chicago 
library 
(thanks solely to the generosi­ 
ty of that library’s board of 
trustees) but most of the subur­ 
ban population does not get to 
the city often enough to take 
advantage of the privilege. 


AND THE number that do 
travel to the city is apt to grow 
less, as a result of the move of 
central headquarters of big cor­ 
porations like Pure Oil to the 
suburbs, and the d e c l i n e of 
mass transportation, as recent­ 
ly dramatized by the N o r t h 


Shore Railroad going out of 
business. 
So some sort of cooperation 
seems to be the only answer, 
just as it appears to be in fire 
fighting (where most suburbs 
have mutual aid pacts w i t h 
their neighbors) and the sanita­ 
tion (where most suburban vil­ 
lages have joined the Metropoli­ 
tan Sanitary District). 
A typical example of the dif­ 
ficulties involved in launching 
a campaign for suburban libra­ 
ry cooperation was told by John 
Harley, director of the Paramus 
(New Jersey) Free Public Li­ 
brary, in an article in the Li­ 
brary Journal. 


PARAMUS IS in B e r g e n 
County, which has 246 square 
miles and 70 municipalities. 
One or two libraries were 
better than average. Most of 
the 50 libraries were “down­ 
right bad,” according to Har­ 
ley. 
The board of trustees of the 
Paramus Free Public Library 
decided to try to do something, 
and they called an “institute.” 
It became apparent that if any­ 
thing was to be done, it must 
be done slowly. 
The greatest fear, according 
to Harley, was that “someone 
in another town would spend 
our money.” 


ANOTHER FEAR was that a 
community with a good library 
would be swamped by readers 
from communities with libraries 
that were “not so good.” 
In general, Harley declared,

Despite these obstacles, prog­ 
ress was achieved, and co­ 
operation came into existence 
among the libraries of Para­ 
mus, Fair Lawn, Hackensack, 
Maywood and River Edge, with 
each library specializing in one 
of Dewey-classification areas of 
knowledge and with borrowing 
rights for these strong collec­ 
tions available to anyone in any 
of the five communities. 


FEW EXAMPLES of cooper­ 
ation exist in the Chicago area 
or indeed anywhere in Illinois. 
Although public support for 
libraries a p p e a r s to be as 
strong in Illinois as anywhere 
else, the library boat in Illinois 
seems to be drifting. 
Many enthusiastic men and 
women in the suburbs have 
worked without financial re­ 
ward for many long hours to 
establish local libraries, but the 
question still must be asked: 
Would not the service to the 
community be g r e a t e r if 
contractual library service had 
been arranged with a big well­ 


established 
library, such as 
those in Evanston, Elmhurst, 
Skokie or Oak Park? 
The American Library As­ 
sociation has recommended that 
no community of less than 25,- 
000 population begin with its 
own independent library. 
As one would expect, state 
laws on libraries are antiquat­ 
ed in Illinois. For example, a 
municipality calling itself a vil­ 
lage cannot levy as large a tax 
rate for libraries as one calling 
itself a city, although its pop­ 
ulation may be much greater. 


WHO IS THE state librarian? 
Answer: Charles F. Carpenter, 
also the Secretary of State. Li­ 
brarians appear to have no 
complaints against Carpentier, 
but in the nature of things his 
job as librarian cannot be more 
than an incidental c o n c e r n 
among his other responsibilities. 
Perhaps most important of 
all, Illinois laws do not give lo­ 
cal libraries the proper incen­ 
tive for cooperating to improve 
their services to the taxpayer. 
And the proper incentive is in­ 
creased financial aid to those 
who work together. 
The state of New York for 
example, adopted such a prin­ 
ciple of financial aid to local 
libraries, and striking progress 
resulted immediately in coope-

Clip Files Offer Ideas 
For ‘Farmstead’ Changes 


Collecting a miscellaneous ar­ 
ray of magazine and newspaper 
clippings may be one way 
of 
planning to remodel a home. But 
it’s just a start. 
University of Illinois extension 
buildings specialist D. G. Jedele 
suggests three specific steps in 
planning a remodeling job: 
First, determine your housing 
needs. 
Disregard your present 
house for the time, and visual­ 
ize an ideal arrangement on the 
building site. At this stage, con­ 
sider only the three major areas 
of the house—workin, living and 
sleeping. 


SECOND, appraise your pres­ 
ent house. Consider its loca­ 
tion, structural condition, condi­ 
tion of its 
surface, 
windows, 
utilities, present space and ex­ 


terior appearance. 
Next, plan the housing im­ 
provements. First sketch the po­ 
sition of the house in the farm­ 
stead, and then make an “as- 
is” plan on graph paper. Take 
photographs of the outside of the 
house if you want help from the 
extension service. 
In planning improvements, it 
is often helpful to sketch chang­ 
es on transparent paper 
laid 
over the “as-is” plan. It’s often 
possible to leave out many of 
the non-load-bearing walls. 
To help with these steps in 
remodeling, a 
farmhouse 
re­ 
modeling guide book is avail­ 
able from your county home or 
farm adviser.

However, as an 
example, some of these funds 
are used for a scholarship pro- 
jp-am to help finance the educa- 
ion of students who wish to be 
come teachers. There are 33 o 
Jiese students 
chosen 
every 
year from Illinois by a com­ 
mittee of educators, lay people, 
and PTA members. The profits 
from book fairs held in 
t h e 
schools are returned to 
t h e 
school libraries, and the PTA 
has been proud to furnish sev 
eral hundred books every year 
from the profits of these fairs. 
Films are also purchased for 
the film libraries, which 
a r e 
used in the audio-visual depart­ 
ment of the schools. 
We have 
certainly never felt that these 
were “time wasting rituals. 
I have spoken here of our lo­ 
cal PTA picture, but since I also 
serve on the district PTA board, 
I can say that a similar situa­ 
tion exists throughout the dis 
trict. I cannot, of course, speak 
for Boston (you often quoted Dr. 
Kvaraceus) in which area are 
found a predominance of private 
schools and therefore, I should 
imagine, a limited PTA activity. 
How fortunate we are in this 
community to have farsighted 
individuals on our school board 
and administrative staff to see 
that we have kept abreast of 
the rapid growth which has tak­ 
en place in the last few years. 
We now have 12 fine schools, 
manned by an excellent teach­ 
ing staff to service a community 
populated with parents of well 
above average intelligence who 
do not hesitate to expect a top 
flight education for their chil­ 
dren. 
How unfortunate that a much 
less than accurate editorial be 
printed in your paper on 
the 
eve of the founding of this or­ 
ganization which has such 
an 
impressive record of promoting 
the welfare 
of

Sweet Carrot Goes Modern 
In New, Tempting Recipes 


The modern carrot goes to 
some of the very best dinners 
in town. Once this wasn’t so. 
Many centuries ago the Greeks 
recognized the carrot as an ex­ 
cellent tonic, but they regarded 
it as a medicine rather than a 
food. When the carrot reached 
England, about the 16th Cen­ 
tury, ladies wore the feathery 
tops as a hair ornament. 
In Germany it was ground 
and dried to become a coffee 
substitute. A century ago, in 
this country, the carrot was fed 
to livestock because this made 
the animals sleek and healthy. 
Then plant breeders got to 
work. Today the big, rather 
tasteless 
“ soup” 
carrot 
has 
been crowded out of the mar­ 
ket by sweet, crisp, juicy new 
varieties. Almost all of these 
are coming to market neatly 
topped, freshly scrubbed, pro­ 
tected by film bags. These car­ 
rots 
are 
about 
half-grown— 
right at their flavor peak, when 
a gadget called a “ refractom­ 
eter” shows them to be at their 
sweetest. 


CARROTS GROW in all parts 
of the country, wherever and 
whenever they find the cool 
growing weather and moisture 
they demand. The shape of car­ 
rots depends largely on the soil 
in 
which 
they 
grow. 
Long, 
pointy 
carrots 
need 
deeply 
worked, 
rich 
soil. 
Stocky, 
heart-shaped carrots are best 
adapted to shallow or heavy 
soil. 
Rocky soil won’t do at all, as 
might be expected. 
Of all vegetables available in 
big volume, carrots are the best 
source of vitamin A. Nutrition­ 
ists discovered long ago that 
the more intensely golden-or­ 
ange the color of the carrot, 
the richer the vitamin A con­ 
tent. This is because the color­ 
ing matter of the carrot is 
largely carotene, the substance 
the body converts to vitamin A. 
Plant breeders have been se­ 
lecting and perfecting carrots 
for their color as well as sweet­ 
ness. 
Fresh carrots are truly an 
easy - to - prepare 
vegetable. 
Needn’t bother to peel them un­ 
less it’s a life-long habit. Just 
wash, trim off the little scar at 
the top and the tap root, then 
slice, dice or cut into “ shoe­ 
strings.” Cook quickly in just 
enough boiling water to keep 
them from sticking. 
Season with salt, a half tea­ 
spoon of sugar and black pep­ 
per. Onion, celery leaves and/ 
or parsley are excellent flavor­ 
ings for carrots.

Northern Illinois Gas Compa­ 
ny on Jan. 24 established a new 
record for the amount of gas 
distributed to customers during 
a single 24-hour period. 
In the gas company’s statis­ 
tics, which record the “gas 
day” from noon to noon, it was 
the coldest day of modern rec­ 
ord, going back more than 90 
years. 
Preliminary figures show that 
NI-Gas, from Wednesday noon 
to Thursday noon, distributed 
about 1,330,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas. The previous record was
